INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

Five  Supplementary  Licences  to  sell  milk  under  the  Milk 
(Special  Designations)  Orders  1936  and  193 8,  were  issued 
during  the  year.  Two  Licences  to  sell  “  Tuberculin  Tested  ” 
(Pasteurised)  and  “  Pasteurised  Milks  were  issued  to  a  Limited 
Company  operating  rounds  within  the  District  from  premises 
outside,  and  two  Licences  to  sell  “  Tuberculin  Tested  ”  and 
“  Pasteurised  ”  Milks  were  issued  to  a  Limited  Company 
with  a  depot  in  the  District.  One  Licence  to  sell  “  Tuberculin 
Tested  ”  Milk  was  issued  to  a  registered  retailer  in  the  District. 

(b)  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  forty-nine  Cowkeepers, 
in  addition  to  fifteen  Retail  Purveyors  and  one  Wholesale  and 
Retail  Purveyor  of  Milk,  making  a  total  of  sixty-five: 
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Four  new  Producers  were  registered  ;  two  as  Wholesale 
Purveyors  and  two  as  Wholesale  and  Retail  Purveyors,  while 
two  Retail  Purveyors,  not  cowkeepers,  were  also  registered. 

Two  Retail  Purveyors,  not  cowkeepers,  gave  up  business 
during  the  year,  together  with  six  Producers,  of  which  five 
were  Wholesale  Purveyors  and  one  a  Wholesale  and  R.etail 
Purveyor. 

(c)  Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

12  slaughterhouses  were  in  use  throughout  the  District 
during  the  first  17  aays  of  January  and  animals  slaughtered 
in  them  were  regularly  inspected.  After  this  date  private 
slaughterhouses  generally  were  closed  and  all  animals  were 
slaughtered  in  one  slaughterhouse  in  North  Street,  Rochford, 
under  the  Government  Slaughtering  Scheme. 

Up  to  the  22nd  August,  1940,  when  the  Government 
Slaughterhouse  was  temporarily  closed  368  visits  were  made 
to  the  Slaughterhouse  and  3802  animals  were  inspected.  8  tons 
2  cwts.  37  lbs.  of  meat  were  condemned  as  diseased  or  unsound 
or  unfit  for  the  food  of  man.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

As  from  23rd  October,  1939,  cases  of  measles  and  whooping 
cough  were  made  notifiable  diseases  but  up  to  the  end  of  the 
year,  12  cases  had  been  reported. 

The  number  of  diphtheria  cases  notified  during  the  year 
was  6  as  compared  with  28  the  previous  year. 

Parents  were  offered  immunisation  against  diphtheria 
for  their  children,  but  the  response  was  very  disappointing, 
only  107  were  immunised  and  14  received  the  first  injection. 

Further  efforts  are  novv  being  made  to  interest  parents 
in  the  prevention  of  diphtheria.

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REPORT  OF  PETROLEUM  INSPECTOR. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

The  Minister  of  Home  Security  in  conjunction  with  the 
Military  Authorities  made  an  order  which  came  into  operation 
on  the  ist  July,  1940  restricting  the  storage  of  Petroleum  Spirit 
and  after  this  date  only  one  garage  acting  as  agent  for  the  Petro¬ 
leum  Board  and  one  farmer,  apart  from  the  District  Council 
and  the  Military  Authorities,  were  storing  petrol.  Up  to  the 
ist  July,  28  Licences  authorising  the  storage  of  16,100  gallons 
of  petrol  were  issued,  and  the  fees  collected  amounted  to  £14 
15s.  od. 

In  addition  one  Licence  was  issued  authorising  to  storage 
of  560  lbs.  of  Carbide  of  Calcium.
